very untomfortable feeling prevailed in 
the-Colony, and lymph for vaccination, 
tose to-a ‘premium, through the ‘ciroula- 


tion of reports as to the: ravages small- |: 


pox was. making here, especially among 
the native population. . It seems that. 
this fear of the terrible discase was not 
without foundation, for Dr, Ayres tella 
us that 17 small-pox patients were ad- 
mitted into the Civil Hospital, of whom 
1 died, aud no‘less than 189 into the 
Tang Wah Hospital, of whom 104 died, 
and 13 remained in the Hospital at the 
beginning of 1877. One hundred and 
four deaths, or more, out of one hundred 
and eighty-nine patients, seem to be « 
large proportion, even in face of the 
fact, added by Doctor Ayres, that s 
great number of the deaths ocourred in 
children under four. years of age, The 
Doctor asserts that ‘the omall:pox spi- 
demio had been unusually severe during 
the season,” While the health of both tha 
mailitaty and police force was apparently 
better during the year, yet was there a 
slight. increase in tho mortality among 
the Buropean community, the perventage 
being 2,93 as compared with 2,34 in 1878, 
Dr Ayres adds tho ‘algoifloant remarks: 
The accounts .E have given of the sani- 
tary state of the town of Victoria makes 
it a matter of wonder that thé mortality 
isco small, not that it should ductuate

The 
minimum temperature was 37 degrees, 
which is the lowest it has been for the 
past eight years, excepting in 1871 when 
it was 86 degrees. The value. of these 
remarks would be enhanced considerably 
if the average temperature was given 
each year, as the more record of. the 
highest and lowest temperature during 
the twelve. months. does not afford the 
slightest .idea ‘as to ‘what sort of a 
summer or winter ‘has been experienced, 
We are glad to see that-Dr. Ayrés ia an 
advocate of flogging, He saya: “It 
appears to mea pity that.a flegging act 
is not in force the same asin India, 1 
think ‘less harm is done to the prisoner 
by.a good. caning than by starvation for 
7, 14, or 21 days, as the case may, be, on 
rice and water, a punishment which in 
many ‘cases it is impossible to carry out, 
I think acaning would be more effcotual 
in preventing the return of prisoners to 
gaol, anyhow it would make a consider- 
able reduction in their numbers if such 
an act applied to petty thefts, 0.” For 


‘| our own part, instead of keeping a hard- 


ened criminal shut up for'a number of 
years performing some useless. labour 
while he is maintained at the expense of 
the public, we would make: some consi- 
‘derable reductions in the term of his 
imprisonment and give him an ocoasional: 


| taste‘of the rod. ‘We are firmly con- 


vinced that flogging is a far greater 
deterrent’ to, the commission of crime 
either in acto orfuturo than confinement 
in’ prison, When we this we: do 
not meat’ that we would. flog all. pri- 
soners or felons indiscriminately, There. 
are many offences for which flog- 
ging would not be a suitable punish- 
ment, and» perhaps only hardened 
offenders; or those who have, committed 
crimes of violence, should be submitted 
to tho indignity of the lash<sat least in | 
dealing with Europeans, who in a genoral 
way have more refined feelings than the 
Chinese, and who, in many canes if they 
were flogged for comparatively trivial 
offences mighd lose all respect for them-
